AMS. SCHOOLWORK: 
CAIRO BOYS’ SCHOOL. 


The problem of -educational. work among 
boys in Egypt, from a mission point of view, 
has for some time been a very serious one 
The widespreadness, excellence, and 
cheapness of the government systeni, the 
multiplicity of still cheaper Moslem and Coptic 


sizes, made it increasingly difficult for a mission 
sehool ina capital like Cairo tofind a standing, 


extent that does not seem warranted. These 
difficulties, which had been increasing year 
after year, culminated this year, and the con-

snbseribed, often as’ the result of such hard

NATIONAL BANK OF EGYPT. 


BANK BUILDINGS’ ALTERATIONS, 


Considerable alterations are being carried 
on in'the National Bank at Cairo, where the 
workmen are engayed in enlarging the space 
available for the staff, a part of which has been 
temporarily transferred to the’ upper storey of 
the building, which, in the time of the late Sir 
Elwin Palmer, was used as the Bank Governor's 
residence. The building adjoining the Bank 
at the corner of Sharia Kasr el-Nil and Sharia 
Zervudachi, which was purchased by the 
Nationa] Bank some ‘eight months ago, is 
shortly to come dowito allow of a ‘farther 
addition to the present Bank building. 

The new Mousky branch building of ‘the 
Bank, the building of which has been greatly 
hindered by its difficult position, will, we 
understand, be completed in three to four 
months’ time. As soon as the various sites can 
be obtained the Bank will construct agencies 
in every moudirieh town of Upper and Lower 
Egypt, The Khartoum ‘branch of the bank is 
undétgoing structural alterations and being 
considerably enlarged.

WHITE SLAVE TRAFFIC, 


A Cairo contemporary reports that -some 
days ago, a young girl, hardly sixteen years ot 
age, presented herself befére a doctor for medi- 
cal attendance. She was ‘accompanied by a 
person.of unfavourable appearance. The doctor 
on diagnosing her illness explained the case to 
her, and the child burst into tears, throwing 
herself at the doctor's feet, she be¥ged him not 
only to cure her, but to allow her to stop in his 
house, so that she might be saved.

An hour later the wonian returned’to the 
doctor's houge and threaterfed the doctor that 
she would have thegirlremoyed by foree by her 
coifederates.: The doctor hurriedly sent off -a 
letter to the Greek consul-general to whom he 
exposed the facts: of the case, begging him to 
undertake the protection of the. girl. .Mr. 
Scotidis it, is said categorically: ,refused to’ 
occupy himself with the affair.

He said that 
during the journey he availed himself pf every 
possible means af locomotion, except a flying 
machine, At no time did he have ‘more than 
30 pack animals and some 40 men, but he had 
hardly gone one-third of the way when he 
found himself deserted’in the most difficult 
part of the journey by all his men except one 
faithful Somali, with whom he managed to 
take the» entire caravan across the forest 
during the season of the heavy rains, For the 
greater part of the time the expedition was in 
very unhealthy regions where malarial fever 
was rampant. But lie cafried no medicine to 
to speak of, used no filters for the water, and 
Was not particular about mosquito bites ; nor 
did he adopt any of tlie precautions suggested 
hy the medical profession, The result was that 
he returned to England in excellent health. 
He carried no fire arms or weapons of any 
kind, and though he armed his} men with 
repeating rifles, he never gave them any 
cartridges, There were no other white men in his 
expedition, which. was undertaken at his own 
risk and expense. ‘I'he lecture was illustrated 
with a large number of lantern slides. 


Mr. Joseph Gerard, a Frenchman of 35 
years, who started from Brussels on the Ist. 
March 1901 on a walking tour round the 
world for a wager, is paying a second visit to 
Alexandria, he having been here before in 
October .1905. He is léaving to-morrow, at 
8a.m for Port Said, via Tantah, and will then 
walk to Suez, where he will embark for Aden.

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MOTOR BOATS. ON THE NIGER. 


A yery interesting account has come to 
hand concerning what are \probably the first 
4notor boats of comparatively large size to. be 
employed on the Niger and its tributaries, for 
carrying cargo and for purposes of communi- 
cation. These boats, \the “Spider” and the 
“Sandfly,” are canoe shaped vessels with-very 
blunt. bows and square ‘sterns, aE 
from end to end, with the exception of a slight 
rise fore ‘and aft. They are 56 ft longo.a., 9 ft. 
beam and only 12” draft, fully loaded. They 
were built entirely by Messrs: John I. Thorny- 
croft and Co. Lim:, of Chiswick, and: were 
each fitted with a Thornycroft motor, deyelop- 
ing 50 B.H.P. on paraffin and543B HP. on 
petrol. With the exception that the “Spider” 
is propelled by screws -in ‘tandem, and the 
“Sandfly” by a stern wheel, the vessels are 
identical. The’ motors have four cylinders, 6” 
diam ; x 8” stroke, cast in ‘pairs, with valves 
arranged symmetrically on either side, inlet to 
port and exhaust starboard. The valves are 
actuated by vertical tappets, fitted with rol- 
lers on their lower ends, - 

An-important featifte of these engines is 
their accessibility, obtained by the special form 
of inspection doors fitted to the crankcase. Two 
doors are fitted on each side, these, when 
removed, leave the interior entirely exposed, 
including the camshafts, which may be taken 
ont at the side instead of being withdrawn 
longitudinally, To facilitate this, the camshaft 
bearings are matle in halves, the bottom part 
being carried by brackets in the main casting, 
and the tops being held in place by caps. The 
tappet rod guides are mounted on the res- 
pectiye cams, so that as soon as these are 
removed, the camshafts are left absolutely 

ree, Another important feature is the arran- 
gement for running on petrol or paraffin, as 
desired. % 

A four-way connection is fitted in-the indue- 
tion pipe, the two horizontal branches going to 
thé cylinders, the upgoing pipe leading to the 
paraffin vaporiser, and the. downtake pipe to 
the petrol carburettor. Each of the latter pipes 
is provided | with a throttle, so that if the 
motor is started up on petrol, the vaporiser 
throttle is kept closed, while if it is desired 
to change over to the heayier fuel aftér the 
engine has warmed up, the petrol throttle can 
closed, vnd the paraffin valve opened, 

Ordinarily the paraffin -yaporiser is heated 
by the exhanst)gases which are passed through 
it, but if no petrol is available for starting, 
the engine can be got running from eold -in 
about 10 niinutes by means of a paraffin lamp 
used to heat the vaporiser. ; 

Half: compression cams are fitted to the 

exhaust cam shaft to facilitate starting up, it 
being easy to get up a fair speed by hand 
under this}condition, and ag soon as the 
engilie iW to fire, the fall compression is 
given, n the motor picks up very quickly, 
- The firstof these boats, the “Spider” was 
completed and delivered to the Southern Nige- 
rian Goyertiment in the early summer of last 
year, and after incidental delays due to 
transport, was finally erected and launched at 
Old Calabar in Joly. The first trip was of four 
hours’ duration on the 24th July. This” was 
accomplished without a stop, and without the’ 
least trouble from the motor, -which used 
ordinary American paraffin exclusively. After 
this the boat was put into commission, making 
regular.suns, towing steel or else native canoes, 
and delivering mails, ete. A notable run was 
one of 384 miles made last August, this being 
accomplished in 48 hours 23 mins, or at an 
average of 7.68 miles per hour. The paraffin 
consumed was at the rate. of 4.6 gallons per 
hour—an extremely economical figure under 
the exceptional conditions. No petrol whateyer 
was used on this occasion’ also, and the engine 
and clutch gave absolutely no’trouble. Another 
very good performance was a journey of 60 
miles from Itu toIndibe beach (Afikpo), tow- 
ing two fully loaded steel canoes, on December 
25th and 26th last. This distance was tovered 
in 14 hours 50 minutes, or at an average speed 
ofabout 4 miles per hour against stream. 

The motor invariably ‘starts as easily on 
paraffin as on petrol, and as the cost of the 
former landed at Calabar is exactly half that 
of the latter, the advantages ot using paraffin 
are enormous, more particularly so with the 
very low consumption shown above. ‘The cost 
of fuelper mile works out at an average of 
about 7 1/2d. A circamstance which speaks 
remarkably well for the ease and simplicity 
with which this type of motor may be handled, 
is the fact’ that hitherto inexperienced nati- 
ves have, within a very short time, mastered 
the details to the extent of being able to dis- 
mantle’and re-assemble it, while the “Spider ” 
has been run#ing for days together, and sever- 
al hundred of miles from its base, in charge 
of a native driver only. ‘

EGYPT'S WATCH TRADE. 


100 YEARS AGO, 


The following extract from the “Times” of 
May 29, 1807, is interesting :— : 

\ The watch trade has been doubled in Europe 
within the last 50 years. It increases with the 
progress of civilization, which renders the in- 
strament which shews and divides time nearly 
a§ precious.as time itself. If we may eredit a 
French cognthercial. agent’s account of the trade 
in the Levant, England, before the /interrap- 
tion of her commercial relations with Turkey, 
used to sell annually 30 dozen watches-at Salon- 
ica, as many in the Morea, 300 dozen at 
Constantinople, 400 dozen at Smyrna, 150 
dozen in Syria, 250 dozen in Egypt. Nineteen’ 
out of twenty were silver watches ; the gold 
ones are not so easily sold. The average amount 
of the whole English watch trade in Turkey 
was valued. at 110,000 I. sterling annually,

His record embraces the Dongola Expedition, 
1896 (medal with clasp); Nile Expedition, 
1898, including the battles of Atbara and 
Khartoum, in which his daring bravery earned 
him a double mention in despatches, and the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal (two clasps) and 
he participated in the advance against and the 
final smashing of the Khalita up the Nile in 
1899 (two clasps to the Khedive’s medal). His 
éomunission came to him whilst with hisregiment 
atthe front in South Africa and in addition 
to campaigning with the Camerons he-also saw 
service with the South’ African Constabulary, 
his agtive duties embracing the operations in 
Orange Free State, the Transvaal—in the 
course of which hé was wounded—and Orange 
River Colony (thentioned in despatches, Queen’s 
medal with three clasps, and King’s medal 
with two clasps). He recently was employed 
with the ~King’s African Rifles in Central 
Africa. 


Captain H.P. Williams, who has jast been 
appointed to the command. of the battleship 
Irresistible. on the Mediterranean station, 
owing to Captain Tufnell having been invalided 
home through a severe attack of rheumatism, 
has been in the service since July, 1871, was 
promoted lieutenant in 1880, Commander in 
1893 and captain in 1898, and recently vacat- 
ed the appointment of Commodore and Naval 
Officer in Charge at Hong Kong.
